Whereas, from the many resolutions presented 
by individual members of this General Assembly, 
condemning the policy of the President of the 
United States, it might appear to the uninitiated 
that we had forgotten the wrongs inflicted on us 
by Jeff. Davis and his minions. Therefore, 

Resolved, That their attempt at revolution is 
without a parallel in iniquity, and without cause, 
save the aspiratious of demagogues for emolument 
and power. 

Resolved , That this act is clearly and unques- 
tionably unconstitutional. 

Resolved, That Jett*. Davis be expostulated with; 
perhaps lie might desist from further encroach- 
ments upon that sacred document. 

Resolved, Tnat the writ of habeas corpus has, 
in many instances, been rendored inoperative and 
void, in this great and sovereign State, by Jeff. 
Davis; non-combatant citizens have been arrested 
in the midst of their peaceful avocations, and 
transported to a Southern Bastilc, without au- 
thority, and in disregard of constitutional law, 
without trial, and their friends without even a 
knowledge of the loathsome prison in which they 
are incarcerated. 

Jtesolced, That tlio writ of habeas corpus , that 
ancient and cherished charter of livcny, that 
boon of freedom retained by us from the institu- 
tions of our venerable mother, should be better 
observed by Jett’. Davis, and he should bo gently 
chided on that subject. 

Resolved, That Jeff. Davis has not proclaimed 
the freedom of slaves, but lie lias attempted the 
slovery of freemen, which makes him about even 
on that score. 

Resolved, That Jolt. Davis has authorized guer- 
rilla parties, who have traversed our State, rob- 
bed our people murdered them if they did not 
choose to be robbed, and burned their dwellings 
for resisting — the cowardly wretches only attack- 
ing unarmed citizens, avoiding, if possible, every 
point where resistance was likely to he made. By 
their robbing and burning they have reduced to 
penury many of our most loyal and respected 
citizens. ' v 

Resolved , That we look upon this as a culpable 
action on the part of the Executive of the South- 
ern Confederacy, and deplore the misery it has en- 
tailed up>n many families of this Common- 
wealth. 

Air. J. W. ANDERSON offered tiie follow- 
ing resolution, which was referred to the 
committee of Ways and Aleans, viz: 

Whereas, the Governor in his message to this 
General Assembly used the following language: 

“In this connection, I desire to call your atten- 
tion and invoko your earnest consideration to 
the condition of some portions of the Common- 
wealth, by reason of the depredations and desola- 
tions perpetrated by those predatory bands. By 
repeated invasions the people of the couu’ics ly- 
ing contiguous to the States of Virginia and Ten- 
nessee, have been almost entirely stripped of the 
necessaries of life; and suffering in that region, 
to an extent hitherto unparalleled in the history 
of the Commonwealth, now exists. When the 
call for volunteers to defend the Government 
against the traitors who had banded together for 
its destruction was made, tho people of those 
counties responded with an alacrity, courage and 
patriotism worthy of tho free sons of the moun- 
tains which they inhabit, and of tho fame of Ken- 
tucky, which has ever been conspicuous for gal- 
lantry aud patriotic devotion. They are still in 
the service of the country, and upon distant fields 
of military operations are perilling their lives in 
defense of that Union, which they have always 
been taught to venerate, and of that Government, 
which under the glorious Constitution of our fath- 
ers, has secujed to its citizens a greater amount of 
happiucss and prosperity than was ever vouch- 
safed to any other people. While they are thus 
engaged, I submit to you whether it is not the 
part alike of humanity and of duty to make such 
provisions for their suffering ann helpless families 
as will remove them beyond tho reach ot want 
and starvation. 1 do not hesitated to commend this 
subject to your earnest attention, with an assured 
confidence that you will so dispose of it as to re- 
lievo the distresses of a desolated but patriotic 
and meritorious people.” Thorfore, 

Resolved , That patriotism and justice require 
that the wants of the “suffering and helpless fam- 
ilies” of those who are fighting tho battles of our 
country should be supplied, and that Kentucky, 
ever mindful of her brave and chivalric sons, will 
in no event let their families suffer, and for that 
purpose the sum of one hundred thousand dollars 
i' hereby appropriated, out of any unappropriat-

my painful, yet solemn duty, to announce to 
this honorable body the death of the Hon. 
Wm. H. Edmunds, who was, at the time of 
his death, a member of this House from the 
county of Caldwell. He was shot by a; 
guerilla, from the bank of the Ohio river, 
near the town of G'aseyville, whilst on hoard 
the steamboat Nashville, on his way to 
Evansville to procure the necessaries of life 
for his family. 

Mr. Edmunds was a native of North Caro- 
lina. He graduated at Chapel Hill Literary 
University with some degree of honor, and 
afterwards studied law, and became a shin- 
ing light to (lie profession. He moved to 
Princeton, Ivy., about the year 184S, where 
he lived, up to the time of his unfortunate 
death, a peaceable, quiet, law abiding, and 
a much honored citizen. He was an able 
lawyer, a fine Idles lettres scholar; exceed- 
ingly sociable and pleasant in his natural 
disposition : a devoted husband, an affec- 
tionate and indulgent father; a good and 
merciful master, and a consistent and digni- 
fied Christian gentleman, possessing all the 
qualities necessary to make him a good and 
worthy man. In the loss of the-deceased 
this body has been deprived of the services 
of one of ils most talented members, the bar 
at Princeton one of its best, most profound, 
and able lawyers, the social circle one of its 
brightest ornaments, his constituentsa faith- 
ful servant and an able representative, the 
State of Kentucky one of her best citizens, 
tiie church one of its most devoted mem- 
bers, law and order one of its strongest ad- 
vocates, and his bereaved companion and 
little orphans jtml friends something that 
time can never replace. How forcibly are 
we reminded, brother members, of the truth- 
fulness of that passage of the Bible which 
says, “in the midst of life we are in death.” 
Let us implore tiie mercy of God upon his 
wife and children, and ask him to he a hus- 
band unto the widow, and a father unto the 
orphans, and hope that their loss maybe 
his eternal gain. 

In conclusion, Mr. Speaker, I beg leave to 
offer the following resolutions: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky: 

1. That tho members thereof have heard with 
profound sorrow and regret of the death of Wm. 
il. Edmunds, a member of tho House of Repre- 
sentatives from tho County of Caldwell, which oc- 
curred on board of the steamboat Nashville, du- 
ring the last autumn, near Caseyville, on the 
Ohio river, from the shot of a guerrilla. 

2. That the General Assembly bears its testi- 
mony to the fidelity of Mr. Edmunds as a legisla- 
tor, and to his worth and the propriety of his 
conduct as a citizen and a man. * 

3. That we, the members of this General As- 
sembly, tender to his bereaved wife and family 
tho expression of our sincerest sympathy and 
condolence. 

4. That wo will wear the usual badge of mourn- 
ing for thirty days, and that the two Houses be 
draped in mourning; and that a copy of these res- 
olutions be forwarded by the clerk of the House 
of Representatives) to the wife aud family of the 
deceased. 

5. That in respect to the memory of the deceased 
we do now adjourn. 

Air. UNDERWOOD, in substance, said 
that he rose to second the motion made by 
the mover of the resolutions, and hoped the 
House would indulge him in a very few re- 
marks. It was not his pleasure to know 
Judge Edmunds until meeting with him as 
a member on this floor. On being intro- 
duced, and boarding at the same hotel, he 
sdon found that Judge Edmunds possessed 
such an intellect and heart as to make him 
an agreeable companion, i cultivated an 
acquaintance with him, we exchanged vis- 
its, we con versed on political, literary, and 
religious subjects. *1 found him to be a fine 
scholar, well informed upon the political 
topics of the times, with a heart overflowing 
with benevolence and pure religious senti- 
ment. Our intercourse ripened into mutual 
respect, and when we parted last it was as 
sincere friends. And yet we entertained 
very different opinions in regard to some of 
the most important political questions of the 
day. For example, he thought that a State 
had a right, under the Constitution, to se- 
cede and dissolve her connection with the 
Federal Government peaceably; and that 
there was no rightful power to coerce the 
citizens of a State into obedience to the Con- 
stitution and laws of the national Govern- 
ment alter the State had adopted an ordi- 
nance of secession. Some of this body, no 
doubt, recollect a discussion between Judge 
Edmunds and myself upon this subject, on 
this floor, in which he and I sustained our 
different opinions as best we could, and yet 
in that discussion there was not an angry 
word or the smallest reproach uttered on 
either side. I believed him to be sincere 
and honest. I made allowances for the 
Southern school of politics in which he had 
been educated. I had for and towards him 
charity. I have seen so much of the dis- 
cordant views, feelings, and thoughts which 
exist among men in regard to the same mat- 
ter that I felt it would he wrong in me to re- 
proach him for his opinions, and wrong in 
him to reproach me for mine. We cannot 
control our thoughts, nor the convictions to 
which they lead. We are th®. creatures of 
education and circumstances. We differ 
about religion, law, politics, every tiling, 
an«l we ought to have charity and toleration 
towards each other. Radically as Judge 
Edmunds and myself differed in relation to 
the question of secession, I am happy to 
say that one of his principles, and upon 
which he acted, 1 jnost heartily approve. 
He believed that so long as Kentucky re- 
mained in the Union, and as one of the Uni- 
ted States, it was his duty as a citizen to 
obey the laws of both the Federal and State 
Governments, aud no citizen more faithfully 
discharged these duties. 

The lamentable manner of his death is 
characteristic of the times. He fell a victim 
to guerilla violence. 

Not knowing so much of the character of 
Judge Edmunds at home, with his family 
and among his neighbors, I inquired of the 
representative of Ballard, (Mr. Alercer.) 

I will read you what he put in writing at 
my request, and then resume my seat : 

“I have known (says Air. Alercer) the de- 
ceased for more than twenty years. In all 
his private relations his character was un- 
exceptionable. He was a devoted husband, 
an affectionate father, a kind master, a gen-, 
erous friend, an exemplary Christian, lie 
was a man of liberal charity, ever ready to 
relieve the needy, and his death is a great 
loss to the community in which he lived.” 

Every word of this short and beautiful 
culogism of my friend from Ballard I sin- 
cerely believe. 

Air. BELL said: Mr. Speaker — I rise for 
the purpose of adding my personal tribute 
of respect to the memory of the deceased 
member from Caldwell. 

Whilst my acquaintance with Judge Ed- 
munds was comparatively limited and of [ 
short duration, it was yet of a very agreea- 1 
hie character, and I now bear my willing 
and cheerful testimony to his many virtues j 
and excellencies, which were made apparent ' 
in all of our intercourse. 

All of his associates here will admit his 
fidelity as a member of this House. Early , 
and late ho was vigilantly at his place; up-' 



on all questions he was ready to take his 
part — to vote and to act. 

Though we might differ with him on ques- 
tions of importance, as they arose, we were 
bound to accord to him honesty, frankness 
and boldness, in the expression of his opin- 
ions. 

He was a lawyer, and evidently well read 
in the books, and familiar with t lie practice 
of the law. 

Of his professional career I regret I know 
60 little; yet, in deducing conclusions from 
h is habit of thought, and his manner of 
expression, we are bound to conclude he was 
well fitted for the pursuit of that noble pro- 
fession, which lie had chosen. His mind 
was discriminating; his expressions clear 
and emphatic. In personal intercourse he 
was genial and kind; in sentiment he was 
impulsive and generous. lie seemed to, as 
I have no doubt he did, possess that magic 
power of distributing over the social and 
domestic circles, an influence which endears 
its possessor to his friends, and makes him 
the idol of the inmates of home. 

We will miss him much. There is a nar- 
rower circle of friends who will miss him 
more. There is a narrower circle still, gath- 
ered around the hearth stone of the once 
happy home; they will miss him more; their 
loss i9 irreparable. 

To that narrowest and saddest circle, 
peform of a heart stricken widow and mourn* 
ing orphans, we send these resolutions a9 the 
tribute of our regard for the deceased, and 
of our sincere sympathy and condolence for 
them in their bereavement, and earnestly 
hope that this may contribute in some de- 
gree to alleviate that grief and heal that 
wound, which can only be alleviated and 
healed by higher than human agency. 

The manner of the death of Judge Ed- 
munds necessarily impresses us with grief, 
and evokes our sympathies. The man who, 
amid the crash and carnage of the battle, 
falls vindicating a great cause — one which 
he deems great — is counted a hero in the 
strife; his valor and his prowess are appre- 
ciated hv his friends, family, and children, 
as legacies more to be prized than fine gold 
and precious treasures, llis end is not re- 
garded as untimely, but he who suddenly 
falls, without notice, by the shot from an un- 
seen and unknown assassin, as our friend 
fell, meets an untimely end. The mourn 
ers “who goabout the streets ’ sorrowing for 
his death find only the consolation which is 
derived from the recollection that the de 
parted has ended a well-spent life. 

We have the consolation to feel and be- 
lieve that the deceased had well performed 
his part in this life, and will receive his re- 
ward in the future. 

I hope the resolutions will pass without 
a dissenting voice. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopt- 
ed.

Mr. Martin’s Resolutions. 

The following resolutions were introduced 
into the House of Representatives, on Satur- 
day last, liy Jonas Martin, Esq., and should 
have been published in the legislative pro- 
ceedings of that day, but owing to a press of 
other matter we were compelled to omit 
them. The resolutions were referred to the 
committee on Federal Relations, viz; 

Whereas, His Excellency, Abraham Lin- 
coln, President of the United States of Amer- 
ica, has recommended to the border slave 
States, in his annual message to Congress, a 
system of # gradual compensated emancipa- 
tion; and whereas, said President Lincoln 
did issuea proclamation on the 1st day ol 
January, 1803, in which he ordered that all 
persons held as slaves shall be henceforward 
tree within the designated States of Arkan- 
sas, Texas. Mississippi, Alabama, Florida. 
Georgia, South Carolina, North Carolina, 
and parts of Louisiana and Virginia — there- 
fore, be it 

1. Resolved , That we very respectfully de- 
cline accepting his recommendation of grad- 
ual compensated emancipation from the fact 
that we regard it as contrary to an acknowl- 
edged principle of right, and were we to ac- 
cept it under the present circumstances, we 
would be acting in had faith to ourconstitu- 
ents, and absolutely unworthy to represent 
the people of t lie glorious old Commonwealth 
of Kentucky. 

2. That Kentucky clings to the Union 
and the Constitution with a child's devotion 
to a parent, and she does not intend to lie 
driven from it; but she does not endorse the 
extreme doctrine of abolitionism as advo- 
cated by the abolitionists of the North ; 
neither can she endorse the extreme doc- 
trine of secession as advocated by the dis- 
unionists of the South ; but she stands up 
amidst the clash of arms and occupies a 
conservatc, wise, constitutional, and nation- 
al position. 

3. That the Union was formed with slave- 
ry in it, and that it is guaranteed by the 
Constitution of the United States, and it is a 
part and parcel of the Constitution, and it 
cannot be destroyed without destroying the 
Union and trampling under foot the Consti- 
tution with all its guarantees. 

4. That slavery is a sacred and divine in- 
stitution, and that it was enacted by the 
Commonwealth of Israel in theyear oi anno 
mundi two thousand five hundred and thir- 
teen — one thousand four hundred and ninety- 
two years before the coining of Christ, and 
that it was absolutely tolerated by our Savior 
during His pilgrimage on earth. 

5 That we, the representatives of the 
great, the good, and the conservative people 
of Kentucky, enter our solemn protest 
against the abolition proclamation of the 
President. We pronounce it unwise, impol- 
itic, unjust, despotic, unconstitutional, null 
and void. 

6. That it is at enmity with article 5th of 
the amendments to the Constitution of the 
United States, which distinctly says no per- 
son shall be held to answer for a capital or 
otherwise infamous crime, unless on the 
presentment of a grand jury, except in cases 
arising in the land or naval forces, or the 
militia, when in actual service in time of 
war or public danger; nor shall any person 
be subject, for the same offense, to be twice 
put in jeopardy of life or limb; nor shall lie 
be compelled, in any criminal case, to be « 
witness against himself, nor be deprived of 
life, liberty or property, without due process 
of law; nor shall private property he taken 
for public use without just compensation. 

7. That it is also at enmity with article 
6th ol the amendments to the Constitution 
of the United States, which emphatically 
says in all criminal prosecutions the accused 
shall enjoy the right to a speedy and public 
trial by an impartial jury of the State and 
district wherein the crime shall have been 
committed, which district shall have been 
previously ascertained by law, and to be in- 
formed of the nature and cause of the accu- 
sation, to be confronted with the witnesses 
against him, to have compulsory process for 
obtaining witnesses in his favor, and to have 
the assistance of counsel for his defense. 

8. That it is at enmity with a law enacted 
by the great I AM, as shown in the 25th 
chapter, 44th, 45th and 46th verses of Levit- 
icus, which is as lollows: “ Both thy bond- 
men and bond-maids, which thoushalt have, 
shall he ol the heathen that are round about 
you; of them shall ye buy bond-men and 
bond-maids. Moreover, of the children of 
the strangers that do sojourn among you, ol 
them shall ye buy, and of their families t hat 
are with you, which they begat in your land; 
and they shall be your possession. And ye 
shall take them as an inheritance for your 
children alter you. to inherit them for a pos- 
session ; they shall be' your bond-men forev- 
er; but over your brethren, the children ol 
Israel, ye shall not rule one over another 
with rigor." 

9. That we protest against the arrest and 
imprisonment of our citizens without any 
charge being preferred against them what- 
ever. 

10. That all such arrests are unathorized 
by the Constitution of the United Slates and 
the Constitution of Kentucky, and are usur 
palions of power delegated by the people to 
the President; and all such arrest are hereby 
condemned and declared palpable violations 
of the Constitution ol the United States and 
the Constitution of Kentucky, and it is here- 
by demanded that such arrests shall cease 
hereafter, and that all persons so arrested 
shall have a prompt and speedy trial accord- 
ing to the provisions of the Constitution of 
the United States and the Constitution of 
Kentucky, or he immediately released. 

1 1. That we heartily approve of the reso 
lutions introduced in the United States Sen 
ate by our distinguished Senator, the Hon. 
Garrett Davis, calling a National Conven- 
tion, to assemble at the city of Louisville in 
the month of April, to try and bring about 
a reconciliation of the unfortunate troubles 
that now exist in our once happy country. 

12. That we are in favor of peace, witli 
due respect to all sections of the country, and 
we recommend an armistice of at least six 
months’ duration, in order that the disturb 
ing questions of the day may revert back to 
the people at the ballot box, where all ques 
lions of national character should and oug 
to be settled.

Mr. Yancey, who is now a Senator from 
Alabama, in the rebel Congress, spoke not 
long ago before the rebel Legislature of Ala- 
bama.
